If the first AMA professional race in Califomia for years is any 
guide to what can happen in the future, then it looks like Class C 


road racing is here to stay. 
Everything was very clear at 
Carlsbad for the first real money 
race in these parts since 1958. 
The weather was clear, it was 
very clear that Cal Rayborn had 
the fastest big bike, it was also 
clear that the Suzuki brand and 
Dick Hammer were the fastest 
small bike combination on the 
track and, last, California clear- 
ly has at least five top-notch 


novice road racers. 

The largest crowd ever to attend 
an event at Carlsbad was on hand 
last Sunday to see at least a dozen 
of the nation’s top riders in pave- 
ment action. Unfortunately, three 
riders were injured before the final 
mee was over, though none serious- 
y. 

Daytona champ Buddy Elmore fell 
in practice and came up with a bro- 
ken collarbone. In one of the 250cc 
ħeat races Dick Mann had brake pro- 
blems and locked up, hitting Cal 
Rayborn. Mann then fell——breaking 
his collarbone. In the novice final, 
Paul De La Torre fell off—broke his 
collarbone. All three were up and 
around shortly after their crashes. 


Rayborn Outclassed Big Bikes 

Rayborn was again unbeatable in 
the big bike events. This was his 
first ride since an opening night 
crash at Ascot last April. He won 
his heat race and then came back to 
set new records all the way in the 
20-lap final. Dick Hammer was a dis- 
tant second. Both were H-D mounted. 

It was nearly a different story in 
the 250cc lightweight events. Ham- 
mer turned Rayborn back twice in 
the heat races and then built a solid 
lead in the final, only to go to the 
pits with a dead engine on his team 
Suzuki entry. 

Hammer set new one-and five-lap 
250cc track records inthe heat races 
and looked like a sure winner— while 
the engine was running. Dick dropped 
out onthe ninth lap, leaving the front

all to Rayborn. The race for second 
then shaped up with a see-saw battle 
between Daytona winner Bobby Win- 
ters and Ron Grant. 

Winters Fought Hard 

Winters lead on the straights with 
Grant closing and often passing on 
the turns. Two laps from the finish, 
Winters got into the No. 1 turn too 
hot and overshot, leaving the front 
spot to Grant once again. The two 
came down the final chute end for 
end with Grant in front. 

In the big bike final, Winters was 
again involved in a battle for a top 
position most of the ways, this time 
with Ralph White and Chris Draayer. 
White had to pass the Arkansas rider 
three times before he wrapped up 
fourth place. 

Draayer came up with engine pro- 
blems late inthe race and was nipped 
right at the finish line for sixth 
place by Don Vesco, who rode some 
fast late laps to climb up with the 
leaders. 

Mert Lawwill started way back 
in the pack and worked his way 
through the traffic to third. He was 
closing on Hammer when the laps 
ran out. Ken Clark was the highest 
ranking amateur in the combined 
250cc class with a sixth place fin- 
ish. Dennis Schoenfelt from Houston, 
Texas, was top running amateur- in 
the big bike final with a ninth place 
effort. k

Trail bikes ran on a seven- 
tenths mile course which included part 
of the longer course. 

Dust was not a problem at any time, 
thanks to a stiff breeze and occasional 
watering of the take-off area. 

About 600 fans attended and with 
plenty of refreshments, sunny cool 
weather, and action all day they got 
their-money’s worth. Practice started at 
8:30 a.m. for small bikes, with the 
250cc and under classes running before 
noon.

do so. If not, and you are acting as a 
free agent under your own opinion, this 
is still a violation and I suggest, sir, 
you consult your attorney before making 
any further statements éither verbally or 
in writing. As you know, a verbal state- 
ment is as submissible as evidence as 
a written one. Under the Cartwright Act, 
a person merely has to file a petition 
stating his rights have been violated 
and the California State Justice Dept. 
will defend his case and his rights. 
There is no burden upon the individual 
for legal fees. For the past two years 
the A.C.A. and the A.M.A. have been 
able to live harmoniously, on the sur- 
face anyway, in the Southern California 
area. I cannot see why this situation is 
changing or why your attitude has 
changed toward us. We have done 
nothing to cause the A.M.A. to feel we 
are infringing upon them. We have heard 
rumors in the past that the A.M.A. has 
put pressure on some of our riders but 
have not had concrete evidence until 
the last two weeks. Could it be that 
some of the A.M.A. riders are dissatis- 
fied with some of the decayed and anti- 
quated rules and officiating that you 
condone? I think a more equitable way 
to take our riders from us or stop your 
riders from participating with us would 
be to promote better racing and better 
rules than we are providing; then you 
would not be forced to resort to threats 
to make these riders stop participating 
in our events. So, in order to prevent 
any legal action toward you or the 
A.M.A., I request you cease your petty 
methods of persuasion. I suggest we 
exert our energies in promoting the sport 
rather than fighting with each other.

You are 
willing again to sit back, ignore, pass 
the buck, not do anything as you always 
have while a handful of American riders 
spend their time, money and risk their 
necks representing you, So it is a fact 
you don’t care but did you ever wonder 
why cycle riders in the U.S.A, are con- 
sidered the lowest of the low or a bunch 
of reckless fools that need to be locked 
up? Mr. John Q. Citizen no doubt knows

Motorcycle racing, absent from River- 
side International Raceway’s schedule 
of events for the past two years, will 
return to the 2.6-mile road course on 
Sunday, May 22 for a National Open 
meet sanctioned by the American Cy- 
cling Association (ACA). 

According to raceway president Les 
Richter, the 7-race, one-day program will 
serve as a verification event to certify 
Riverside’s circuit for a U. S. Grand 
Prix for motorcycles later this year. 

**we’ve already applied to the FIM in 
Geneva, Switzerland for the sanction,” 
Richter explained. ‘‘ According to pro- 
cedure, any course requesting a Grand 
Prix race for motorcycles must first 
hold a national race under supervision 
of an FIM representative, in order to 
obtain the necessary certification.” 

Richter added that the outlook for 
obtaining FIM blessing is very good and 
if the sanction is granted, will mark the 
first time a U. S. Grand Prix for motor- 
cycles has been held on the West Coast. 

The May 22 National Open meet al- 
ready has drawn wide interest from the 
cycle world and Richter anticipates a 
huge entry field including full factory 
teams from Honda, Yamaha and Suzuki.

FOUR ACES M.C. 


By George B. Maness 


Spectators and participants in Dis- 
trict 37 Sportsman events have, over the 
years, become very familiar with the 
bright red and white racing colors of the 
Four Aces Motorcycle Club. These 
stand-out vests are quite frequently seen 
on the professional tracks as well. When 
not racing, the similarly colored sweat- 
ers and jackets can be seen throughout 
the area as their wearers flock to the 
action as spectators or workers. 

This go-ahead club was founded in 
1938 by six enthusiasts in North Holly- 
wood. Six months later, at the Riverside 
Motorcycle Rally, they were awarded a 
trophy for the largest uniformed attend- 
ance, Membership now numbers 36 with 
six on the inactive list because Uncle 
Sam needed them more than the club did. 

To go along with the playing cards 
from which they derived their name, 
membership is limited to 52. Each mem- 
ber has one card (worn on the sleeve of 
their jacket) which is his personal in- 
signia. The four aces belong to the four 
senior members and the other cards are 
chosen from those remaining when a new 
member is voted in. 

Special significance is given to the 
joker. A man who wears this emblem on 
his sleeve earned it as the club’s high- 
point member for a year. The points 
used to determine a member’s standing 
within the club are earned for work and 
competition. A trophy is awarded each 
six months to the man with the most 
points, and the joker at the end of the 
year. 

The work points come from helping 
prepare for one of the events the club 
promotes, for transporting a fellow mem- 
ber and his bike to a race, or providing 
transportation for someone else to the 
meetings. Three hundred work points 
must be earned before one’s competition 
points will count. 

In competition, where this club is 
very active, points are earned for enter- 
ing a race and the place earned in rela- 
tion to the other members. More points 
are awarded for finishing twentieth out 
of fifty in your class, than for seventh 
out of ten. $ 

To keep the competition fair, the club 
is divided into amateurs and experts. A 
new member is classed as an amateur 
when he joins and is promoted to expert 
only after he has placed higher in com- 
petition than the other amateurs in 
three events. 

To gain recognition for the club with- 
in the District, the members select at 
each meeting which of the local events 
will be the ‘‘Club Ride’’ and all mem- 
bers are expected to compete at that 
race, In that the club is evenly divided 
between track and desert r, there 
are actually two club ridesone for the 
desert riders and one for those who pre- 
fer the shorter events. 

There is no penalty imposed upon a 
member if he decides to race elsewhere, 
but if a member skips’ the “‘Ride of the 
Month’’ which is selected by votes, he 
will receive no competition points that 
week. Placing highest among the mem- 
bers in this event will win one a trophy. 

Four of théir members, Ed Morris, 
Don Harris, John Harrison and Denis 
Germain can be seen at the weekly As- 
cot races and many of the members show 
up in their bright jackets and sweaters 
to cheer their boys on to victory. 

The Moose Run, promoted annually 
by the Four Aces, is a must ride for 
many of the local desert riders and has 
three times been a National. In 1960 the 
event was written up by the motorcycle 
press as the best desert event of the 
year. This popular run was started 14 
years ago as a benefit for one of their 
members, Mason ‘‘Moose’’ Page, who 
had been seriously injured in racing. 
Moose died on the day of the race and 
the Moose Run has become a memorial 
to their fallen comrade. 

This year there will also be two TT 
Scrambles promoted by the Four Aces,-- 
on July 17 and September 18. All you 
racers should try and make it to these— 
they promise to be pretty good. 

Carroll Gerardy is the club’s presi- 
dent. One man, Al Ferdman, handles the 
chores of Vice President and Club Sec- 
retary. Money matters are taken care of 
by Fred Elsworth. 

Three members, Tex Myers, Bud Gow- 
ing and Bob Hayes, handle the bulk of 
the work encountered in promoting and 
participating in races, Tex Myers is the 
club’s referee, assisted by Bud Gowing. 
Both of these men are on District 37’s 
Sports Committee and Gowing and Hayes 
are on the Competition Committee. 

Membership in this highly respected 
organizationis open to anyone willing to 
participate in the club’s activities. Be- 
fore a prospective member is admitted 
he must attend three club rides and three 
meetings. If work or business interferes 
with the meetings, the requirements may 
be met with six club rides. 

Meetings are held every Thursday at 
8:00 p.m. in the field house behind the 
baseball diamond in North Hollywood 
Park (on Chandler Street in North Holly- 
wood). Their mailing address is 210 N. 
Sparks, Burbank, California.

When the bikes were staged for the 
first round of eliminations, Rios slipped 
the clutch for a maximum traction run of 
10.30 E.T. and 148.02 mph. Perry and 
Scotty’s bike lurched and coughed 
through the traps at 11.65—125.52. 

Desperation seized Scotty and the 
primary cases were pulled in a search 
forthe problem but alas,no bugs m’lady. 
The second round gave Rios a better 
elapsed- time of 10.26 but a slower 
speed of 145.49. All that Perry and 
Scotty wound up with were a few tears 
of disappointment and the resounding 
echo of a loser’s laments. 


Third Time No Charm 


Third round was much the same ex- 
cept that Perry repeatedly pulled in the 
clutch and twisted the throttle in a 
search for the lost rpm. Each time he 
released the clutch, the tire would 
smoke for a brief moment. 

There is no doubt that Dick Rios is 
still king of the twin-engine drag bikes 
and intends to retain the crown despite 
whatever problems he must overcome. 

Perry and Scotty phoned me from 
their garage after the match and had

WILBUR J. CEDER 


1904-1966 


Wilbur J. Ceder, 62, President of 
Johnson Motors, Inc., Pasadena, Calif., 
passed away on Wednesday, May 11, 
1966. Mr. Cedar, along with the late 
william E. Johnson, founded the firm in 
September, 1938, that is the distributor 
for the British-made Triumph motorcycle 
in the 19 western states. 

Born on January 28, 1904, in Marin- 
ette, Wisconsin, Wilbur Ceder spent his 
younger years in Spokane, Washington. 
In his teens he worked in lumber camps 
and saw mills in the Pacific northwest. 

The Ceder family moved to Califomia 
in 1924 where he became involved in 
the movie industry, working first as a 
prop man and later as an Assistant Dir- 
ector at Hal Roach, Universal, Mack 
Sennett and FBO Studios. In 1926 he 
married Rose Schwartz. 

Mr. Ceder then became interested in 
accounting and studied at home before 
entering the profession and, in 1935, 
opening his own firm. Then, in 1938 he 
teamed up with Bill Johnson to form 
Johnson Motors as a retail outlet for 
the Triumph motorcycle. 

Not long after, Johnson Motors be- 
came the Triumph distributor for the 
entire United States. In 1950, with the 
motorcycle industry growing at an ac- 
celerated pace, the territory became the 
19 western states. 

Mr. Ceder, Secretary-Treasurer of 
the firm for 24 years became its Presi- 
dent on the death of Mr. Johnson in 
1962. He was also President of BSA 
Motorcycles-Western, a subsidiary of 
Johnson Motors, Inc., and distributor of 
the BSA motorcycle in the 19 western 
states. 

In addition to being instrumental in 
the tremendous growth of Triumph Motor- 
cycle sales over the years, Mr. Ceder 
also spearheaded the construction of a 
new distributor building now being com- 
pleted in Duarte, California. He was an 
active member of the American Motor- 
cycle Association and the Motorcycle, 
Scooter and Allied Trades Association. 

Wilbur Ceder lived at 136 Spinks 
Canyon Road in Duarte. He is survived 
by his widow and by a brother Donald 
of Hollywood and sisters Mrs. Lydia 
Nagle of Los Angeles and Myrtle Pearse 
of Salinas. 














It never ceases to amaze me how 
many things can occur in one week. My 
last week’s column was very short and 
had little to say. A great deal was cut 
from it and this added to its brevity. We 
submitted an open letterto Mr. Brundage, 
District 37 Referee (AMA) but the Editor 
of this newspaper saw fit to censor this 
letter. Various reasons were given, such 
as Mr. Brundage wouldn’t do this, and I 
had no grounds other than rider’s here- 
say in submitting such a letter. Of 
course, I take a different stand on this; 
I feel that if I wish to submit an open 
letter to the paper then the editor should 
print the letter, since the letter was 
from me to Mr. Brundage and was well 
documented. (Ed. note: Mr. Cooley’s 
open letter to Mr. Brundage appears in 
its entirety on page two, as does Mr. 
Brundage’s reply. Our reason for delay- 
ing its publication was to allow both sides 
to be heard.) I. understand from the 
editor that the letter will be read to Mr. 
Brundage and he will be allowed to 
write a rebuttal, so my open letter and 
his rebuttal should appear side by side, 
if it ever does. I am pleased to say that 
since the writing of my open letter to 
Mr. Brundage he has retracted his state- 
ment to several of the riders, so the 
letter accomplished its purpose. We do 
not wish to become involved in any 
kind of, legal conflict with the A.M.A. 
nor do we want to instigate anyone be- 
coming involved legally with the AMA, 
but we do feel the riders should be in- 
formed of their rights and we do not 
feel the AMA has the right to infringe on 
these rights. Besides that, we under- 
stand the AMA is having enough diffi- 
culties among their own members without 
our doing anything to agitate the situa- 


tion. 
ACA Philosophy 


For general information, the A.C.A. 
is interested in member clubs, and any 
of the AMA clubs wishing to hear about 
our association’s program should con- 
tact us. This little offer should give 
some of the clubs and members quite a 
leverage withthe AMA sports committee. 
We hope you get what you’re fighting for 
—the right to have a say-so in your as- 
sociation’s rules. 

It appears that one of our basic philo- 
sophies that a rider has the right to 
participate in any event or with any 
association he wishes has caught on 
and is beginning to spread. It looks as

though some of the top riders in the 
AMA are carrying our banner as of late. 


Cooperation and Conflict 

It’s amazing how much intrigue and 
behind-the-scenes activity is going on 
concerning the banning of riders from 
the forthcoming F'.I.M. sanctioned event 
at Riverside. We hear generally through 
the gřapevine that the event is a good 
idea, but if a motorcycle event is to be 
held at Riverside it should be under an- 
other sanction than ours. So, instead of 
doing everything possible to promote 
the sport and give motorcycling a good 
prestige race on the West Coast, some 
people see fit to do everything they 
possibly can to discourage riders from 
participating in the event. 

We would like to thank the A.F.M. 
for cancelling their May 22nd event in 
favor of the Riverside event, We feel 
this was a noble gesture on their part 
and when the date was set, we truly 
didn’t know it conflicted with their date. 
We hope some of their riders will be 
able to come down from the northern 
area and participate. 

Applications for F.I.M. licenses and 
entries will be accepted until 10:30 a.m. 
on the morning of May 22nd. F.I.M. li- 
censes are required. Baron Von Essen, 
Vice President of the F.I.M. will be 
here to observe the race in place of 
Major Goode. Besides our regular A.C.A. 
classes and the Production event, we 
will have a special side car event. If 
any information is needed by any rider 
they may contact the A.C.A. secretary 
Mrs. Beverly Capalite (714) 847-7629. 


Short Track and Moto-Cross 

It looks as though the A.C.A. short 
track session at South Gate is finally 
going to get off the ground. This Thurs- 
day night, May 19th, the riders will have 
their first opportunity to practice on the 
new short track surface and on the fol- 
lowing Thursday will be the first A.C.A.

We feel we’ve been very fortunate in 
having some inclement weather this 
month.

Follow- 
ing our previous policy, a new course 
will be laid out which will be a little 
shorter and not so rougħ on the riders, 
and one that a water truck can be driven 
over which should eliminate the dust in 
the back part of the course.

season is over.

It was a tough break for both Buddy 
Elmore and Dick Mann to crash. Both 
would certainly have been contenders in 
the races had they had a chance to show 
the stuff that has made them two of the 
finest going. 

Dick hasn’t lost his touch even 
though he says he is working from day- 
light to dark in Hawaii. Elmore is a real 
credit to the sport and a gentleman all 
the way. He can win or lose with the 


‘same smile on his face and never make 


an excuse or alibi. 

It’s hard to believe, but the closest 
track for Buddy to race on is Ascot, 
which is 700 miles from El Paso. He'll 
be back*in action in about a month and 
will be back in California in July and 
September for the nationals. 

A special thanks to Mann, Elmore and 
Winters for coming to California to help 
make the first professional road race a 
success,
